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A NEVADA IRRIGATION BILL. 


T 


HK special bill introduced by Mr. Newlands on 
the sd inst., provides for an appropriation of 


$600,000, for the construct:on of reservoirs, canals 
and other works necessary for the irrigation of arid 
lands in the State of Nevada. An eqxial division of 
$150,00013 made each for the Truckee, Humboldt, 
Carson and Walker rivers. The bill provides that 
when the irrigation project is completed, the total 
cost shall be ascertained and the amount divided 
pro rata of the lands to be irrigated and made a 
charge against the lands as a cost of the right to use 
the water; that such public lands shall be subject to 
homestead entry upon a condition additional to the 
Homestead Act, that the entryman shall make pay- 
ment in not to exceed twenty annual instalments, 
each entryman to be limited to the entry of eighty 
acres or less at the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Interior. The actual settlement and cultivation 
of the land are prerequisites to obtaining title. 


In case there is more water than is needed for 


public lands, or if private lands are better suited to 
the utili/ation tf the stored waters, or if there is suf- 
ficient for both, the right to use the water may be 
sold to settlers upon the same terms, limited to an 
amount, however, not to exceed eighty acres. 


The bill is on the same lines as the general irri- 


gation bill, plso introduced by Mr. New-lands, and is 
designed for the benefit and encouragement of 
small land holders and home builders. It was prob- 
ably introduced as a saving clause for Nevada in 
the event of the failure of the national bill.

F there is to be any reciprocity says a Republican 


paper, it must be along the lines of the Dingley 


tariff, or else we must admit that the time for free 
trade has come. The trust tariff element in the Re- 
publican party uses the words "free trade" as a 
scare-crow upon all occasions when a proposal is 
made to equalize the tariff schedule and to reduce 
the exorbitant portions within reasonable limits. 


Our high protective tariff is a policy of" exclu- 


sion, and not protection. 
President McKinlcy real- 


ized that fact and so expressed himself in his last 
speech when he said that the time for exclusion 
had passed. The whole tenor of his speech was in 
favor of throwing off the restrictions of trade which 
we have outgrown. That of course does not mean 
free trade, but it does mean that \ve have passed 
tlie stage where excessive tariff taxation is neces- 
sary to protect any industry which is more than 
able to take care of itself. 
He made but one refer- 


ence to reciprocity in which ht- suggested that we 
use the tariff as a means of extending our trade 
through reciprocal arrangements. Aside from that, 
his speech might properly and naturally have ema- 
nated from any Democratic statesman in the coun- 
try. 
Not that Democrats are opposed to reciproc- 


ity. 
They believe in it and have argued it for 


years; not the kind the Republicans propose, but a 
broader kind and they will only appose the Re- 
publican reciprocity, because it is not broad enough. 
Republicans would put up the bars of a tariff and 
let them down in some instances where the benefits 
to results are immediate and urging. 
Democrats 


would lower the tariff bars to the limit of revenue 
necessity, and invite everyone to come in and trade. 
They have preached for yeass the doctrine that 
McKinley advocated, that we cannot sell unless we 
buy. They would invite every nation to send their 
goods here that we may send our products to them. 
They would give all an equal chance and especial- 
ly home consumers, tliat they nay be- able to pur- 
chase our home products, upon ;it least as favorable 
terms as are accorded to purchasers in foreign coun- 
tries. That's the only difference.

Windsor, the head of the 
society, a lawyer and amature scientist, who steril- 
izes it and sells it to his followers at the low price 
ot twenty-five cents a sack.

one can soon become so adicted to dirt eating that 
he will wait'with ill concealed anxiety for his daily 
allowance. The society is six months old and is 
rapidly growing in strength and numbers. It is an 
old saying that every man eats a peck of dirt during 
a lifetime, but it is generally through the medium 
of uccleanly cooks and dishonest grocers who dilute 
their whisky with dirty water and sand their sugar, 
which in popular opinion furnishes all of the grit 
necessary for sanitary purposes.
